When
fron and steel could be had in Eogland
cheaper thai in the United States, Eng-
iish manufactivers were able to il or-
dors in almost every part of the world
at, prices that defied competition. 1t is
different now. The editor of a leading
engineering jonrnal in New York re-
cently wrote to a Lowlon newspaper
that in the past six months 200 orders
have been placed with American loco-
motive makers for machinery for export,
This ndieates the present stotus of the
business, Statisties showing the export
of Amerlecan locomotives the past five
venrs and the flest gquarter of the eur-
rent fiscal year show the following:

INCREASING THE ARMY.

Military clvelos will be pleased at the
report that the senafe and house load-
ors have come to an agresment in favor
of Sennfor Hawley's bill providing for
inerensing  the army by the additlon
of two ariillery regiments,  The state-
ment Is that all oppesitlon by the
loaders to the artitlery il Las been
withieawn and that the meazsure will
be pushed to a vote soon gfter the hols
iday recess,  This leglstation Is recom-
mended by the secretnry of war and by
the general commanding the army, both
of whom bave urged strong reasons o
support of such an perease of the arny,
The ehlef of these reasons s that with-
out  two more  reglments of  artillecy
the pew seacodst fortifentions will he en-
tirely uselfs and thus the large ex
penditore of money on these deflenses
will be thrown away,

There I8 no. gquestion  that for the
proper wanning of these fortfications u
lavger artillery force Is necessary andd
this force will have to be inereased,
sooner or later, beyond the addition of
the two reglments  proposed.  These
may angwer for the present, but even
with them the defenses will seeure the
barest necessitles in the way of care-
waking and practice,  The fact is gen-
erally recognized that in view of the
condition of the revenue i Iy an uun-
fortunate time for lnereasing the aruoy
and opposition to the artillery bl has
come largely from this consideration.

form s the mose Hberal over proposed,
it sthl falls short of giving the Cnbians
that mensure of autonomy which the
Beitish eolonies enjoy and which gets
protey to  independence,  The
governor general of Caba will continne
o exercise supreme authority, which s
hardly conslstent with o genuine plan of
putonomy,  The Insular parlinment is
given large powers with respeet to gen-
eral leglslation in local affaivs, bat the
grant thus made is balanced by the
lnrge authority reposed in the governor
goneril. This oflicinl, the repreosenin-
tive of the imperial government, exer-
eises absolute control over the admin-
istration, the army and navy, appoints
the judiclary and has o suspensory
veto on legislution. e also appoints
seventeen of the thivty-five members of
the upper house of the insalar parlia-
went and with all the patronage in his
hands would have no ditfienlty in al
ways laving at hig command a majority
of that hody.

The Coban insurgents, however, have
very plaluly expressed their opinlon of
this plan of amtonomy.  They uatterly
reject it and there does not appear to
bt any reason to expeet that any con-
sideralle number of them will ehange
thelr minds, At present they under-
stand that thiz offer of autonomy, pro-
mulgated by rvoyal deeree, has to pass
the ordeal of the 8panish Cortes. What
that body will do In regard to it no one
can foresee. I the Cubans were to
decept antonomy now the Cortes might
nullify it or require materinl moditiea-
tions of the plan. Henee  they  will
witit,  But there i rveally very little
chanece, if there be any ot all, of the
proposed polley Deing  aceepted. The
Cuban patriots are fighting for Inde-
pendence and the hope of freeing them-
selves absolutely from Spanish control
is 80 strong that they will listen to ne
proposition, ne plan or policy, that does
not look to this.
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AMERICAN PROPOSATL DECLINEI
There will be no  surprise at  the
declination of the British governmont,
Instigated by Canada, to enter into an

agrecient to stop pelagie seallbz, No
one at all  conversant with. Canadian
sentiment on this  question can haye

serlously expected that the proposal of
our  goverument  wonld be  agcepted.

Premier Laurier was reported to have |

sald when in the United States that
Canada did not regard the seallng mat-
ter as being very bmportant, bhut subse-
quent developments showed that it is
deemed by the Canadian government to
have possible value as o0 means of co-
ereing our government to make eonces-
slons a8 to other matters., Doubtless
that government expects that as n result
of the refusal to enter into an agrecment
to stop peliszic sealing it will be enabled
to secure reciprocity and othier conces-
sions from the United States,

Perhups this 1s good diplomatie play,
but it Is quite possible that it way prove
otherwise. The  Lauvier government
may find that n thus treating an en-
tirely faiv proposal of the United States
It has obstroeted the way to an aiieable
settlement of other matters in contro-
versy between the two governments and
that 1t has raised o vew ditficulty to the
attainment of its leading desive—a ree-
Iprocity  treaty, The  self-respeeting
conrse of our government will be to drop
all proposed  or contemplated negotin-
thons until Canadn shall show o dispo-
sttion to treat with the United States on
an equitable basis and In o neighborly
splrit.

Widening Morket for 'roducis of Our
Factories.
8t, Louls Repulille,

In the ecurrent pumber of American Trade
there is an artiele on “"The English Markel
for American Goods' which glves somo
facts and flgures of peculinr value and alg-
pificance to merchaats and mabhufacturers
in this country.

One of the features of this article, a news
letter from London, is a table in which is
glven a llst of exports of fourteen leading
articles of American moanufacture in 1506,
as contrasted with the same exports for
1860, It I8 & remarkable fact that In not
one lrstance la there a decreage, and In
some the exports have Increased from 10
tp 16 per cent in six years. Moat notleeable
end slgnifieant, perhaps and of espectal im.
portance to St, Louls, are the flgures re
latlng to bullders’ hardware, lools, tobaeces
and wood manufactures. Of these, the ex..
ports of the first have Incressed from $504,-
90 in 1850 to $1,310,433 in 1896; of the see-
ond, from $1071,665 In 1800 to $1.6554.862 In
1806; of the third, from §1,628,338 in 1840 to
$2.435.893 In 1896, ‘“This in ltself,” the let-
ter commints, “establishes the fact that the
United Kingdom |5 a golid aud growlng mar-
ket for Amerlean manpulfaciures.”

The letter also tells of a steadily Increas-
ing demand for farming lmplements and
tools from the Unlted States, for stroet
cars, bleyeles, American buggies and other
light vehicles, all sorts of hardware, type
writers, general machinery and American
boots and shoes, In this last trade, indeed,
which la also possessed of direct signifloance
to St. Louls, there ia ehown vader the head
of leather and manufsotures of leather an
increased export of  vast  dimensions, the
figures for 1800 belng §5,742.407, as againat
$12,718.613 for 1896, The letter calls atten-
tion to the fact that in London alone there
14 & market of 5000000 buyers of goods
of Amerivan manulacture, open to purchase
without prejudice If price and quality are
@itisfhotory,

Judging from these evidently authorita-
tive atotistics, the time has gone by whon
American manufacturers are uvable to com-
pete with the world in eatablishing a mar-
